WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


If anything the market has quieted down from an al- 
ready quiet condition, and from the West are commenc- 
ing to arrive dismal forcasting of the year’s packs owing 
to a good crop outlook in all lines and the likelihood of 
heavy packs. This feeling has emanated from the market 
centers rather than from the canning fields, because news 
from the canners is that some of the crops are suffering 
from the drouth, while others are being deluged by cloud- 
bursts, as is reported from the Wisconsin pea fields. It 
is decidedly too early to say what the crop returns will be 
for canning operations, or what the total of such opera- 
tions will be; but the alarm referred to no doubt arises 
from the fact that futures are again very light in their 
sales, and as this caused trouble in the 1913 pack, it is 
more than likely to cause further trouble in the 1914. 
There is good ground for this conclusion because there 
is no evidence that the acreage of canners’ crops has been 
reduced in 1914; but at the same time we do not believe 
that this acreage has been increased. Taking the country 
over the 1914 acreage might be considered as about the 
same as 1913, as far as present reports show. 

Here in the East the long drouth has played havoc 
with the pea and strawberry crops. The pea crop of Anne 
Arundel county, Baltimore’s market garden, and from 
which comes most of Baltimore’s peas, is as yellow and 
stunted as if it were the middle of August. A trip 
through that county found the pickers at work in the 
fields—for these peas are picked by hand—but the vines 
were only about 6 to 8 inches in height, and in all cases 
turned a sickly yellow—dried up from the lack of mois- 
ture. The -crop on the Peninsula is likewise suffering 
from the same cause, but not to the same extent. The 
vines, however, are beginning to turn yellow, and that 
means a very short crop of poor quality. 
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over, the vines stunted and brown and the fruit dried up, 
small and tasteless. As an evidence of how severe this 
is, one of the largest growers in Anne Arundel county 
figures his strawberry yield as a slight one-seventh of a 
crop. Nor is this condition particular to this county, but 
is found in all this section, though it is worse in Anne 
Arundel than elsewhere, apparently. These conditions 
are real and not imaginary, and represent the blasting of 
what were the brightest prospects for both peas and 
strawberries that the growers and canners have had for 
many years. If such complete changes are possible in so 
short a time, what may not happen to the prospective 
large crops of peas, corn and tomatoes of the rest of the 
country? 

On Thursday night the drouth was ended locally by 
good rains, but too late for these crops. 

The slow business is producing its usual crop of un- 
fair methods, one such having been brought to our atten- 
tion during the week by Secretary Drake of the Western 
Association.

“Jobber, Gentlemen :— 

We realize that you, in general with other jobbers, 
have shown an antipathy against booking futures to any 
extent, caused from general conditions we believe. 

However, it occurs to us that if we can obtain some- 
thing attractive in the way of a price on future good 
standard Iowa corn, that it might start something, there- 
fore we are striving to get together twenty-five or thirty 
thousand case orders, and put it to a dependable packer 
in such a manner and in such quantities that it will make 
him set up and take notice. 

ANYHOW-—-you will realize if we are successful in 
this, that it will have a tendency to WHIP other packers 
into line, therefore we would like to book you five thou- 
sand cases of good standard Iowa corn at 57%c. f. o. b. 
factory, taking a rate of 58c. to your city. 

As no doubt you know, 60c. is universally the price of 
Iowa corn. As discriminating buyers this should appeal 
to you. If desired we will book this corn subject to ap- 
proval of samples to be submitted immediately. 

Shipments to be made during packing season up to 
December 31st, your option. Usual terms and discounts. 
We would at least appreciate an option from you, for 
which we beg to thank you in advance. We cannot give 
you this as a positive price, a matter of using volume to 
induce a packer to take on some desirable business. 

Very truly yours, 
(Signed) BROKER. 

A communication of this character really needs no 
comment on my part; at the same time I feel in duty 
bound to give an expression as to my personal opinion 
regarding such brazen-faced breaches of business ethics 
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Strawberry patches look as if they had been burned. 


as this represents, which should draw from every packer, 
who has a knowledge-of the same, his bitterest contempt. 

Here is a broker who, notwithstanding the fact that 
he receives his bread and butter from the packer, uses all 
the cunning that his name implies to whip the packers’ 
prices down to an actual loss in cost of manufacture. Is 
is any wonder that the jobbers of the country lose confi- 
dence in the manufacturer of canned foods when their 
authorized representatives in the trade present to them a 
fatalist proposition like this one referred to? If there 
ever was a time when the packer should give careful con- 
sideration to the capacity and character of his representa- 
tives, IT IS NOW. All we ask is a reasonable profit. 
We do not want to manufacture at a loss or on the basis 
indicated by this gentleman.

Such actions as this are anything but beneficial to 
the market, and are often the cause of rumors of weaken- 
ing on the part of holders, where in fact there is no weak- 
ness, unless it be the system employed. 

There have been no changes worthy of special men- 
tion in this market since our last, and in fact no market of 
the country shows any activity, but all report a continu- 
arice of about the same calibre of business heretofore. The 
buyers take just what they need and no more, but from 
the fact that the demand is coming from all sections of 
the country, it is easy to be seen that stocks are low. 
There is good probability that the market will clean up 
well on most lines before the new goods can come into 
competition with them. 

The meeting of the National Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation in Minneapolis the week of the 15th is exerting 
an influence upon the market, many professing to wait 
until this event has passed, and its actions are noted, be- 
fore placing further orders. 


It is just reported that the Government will re-open 
its case against the American Can Company on the 17th, 
but that it will probably be two years before anything 
definite can be expected. This is relieving the situation 
somewhat, but if the judgment of the industry were 
saught, it would be found that ten years or longer would 
be more desirable. 


THE J. C. WELLER CO. CHANGES HEAD OFFICE. 


On and after June 8th, 1914, the head office of the.J. 
Weller Co. will be removed from Cincinnati to Oak Harbor, 
Ohio. : 

They have not operated the Cincinnati factory for the 
past few years, all packing being done at Oak Harbor and 
Greenville, Ohio; Leslie, Michigan, and Clay, N. Y., plants, 
where the raw material are gathered fresh from the fields. 
Recently they disposed of the Cincinnati factory, and as the 
Oak Harbor, Ohio, plant is centrally located the head office 
has been made there so that closer personal attention to orders 
might be given. : 

Oak Harbor is located on the Portage River, in the 
Northern part of Ohio, about twenty-five miles from Toledo, 
in a very fertile and productive country for both vegetables and 
fruits. The tempering influence on the climate of Lake Erie, 
only a few miles away, and the fact that the farms are all 
deeply tilled insures good crops. There has never been a 
serious crop failure at this location in the past twenty years. 

Besides moving the head office they have very greatly 
enlarged the capacity-of the Oak Harbor plant, on all lines, 
installing the most modern and sanitary equipment to be had, 
and are in a better position to serve their trade than ever 
before. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TOLERANCES. 


The Act of Congress of March 3, 1913, requiring a state- 
ment of the weight on food packages becomes effective Sep- 
tember 38, 1914. Under this act the three Secretaries were 
authorized to draft regulations for the enforcement of the 
Act and provide reasonable tolerances and exemptions. The 
preparation of these regulations was referred to a special 
committee known as the Committee on Tolerances; that com- 
mittee has completed the work in hand and their report 
adopted by the three Secretaries on May 11th, 1914, known as 

Food Inspection Decision No. 154. 
. Regulation of Marking the Quantity of Food in Package 
orm: 

Under section 3 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 
1906, (34 United States Statutes at LarZe, pages 768 to 772), 
as amended by the Act of March 3, 1913, entitled “An Act 
to amend section eight of an Act entitled ‘An Act for pre- 
venting the manufacture, sale or transportation of adulateratea 
or misbranded or poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, medi- 
cines, and liquors, and for regulating traffic therein, and for 
other purposes,’ approved June thirtieth, nineteen hundred ana 
six,” (37 United States Statutes at Large, page 732°), Regu- 
lation 29 of the Rules and Regulations for the Enforcement 
of the Food and Drugs Act is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Statement of Weight, Measure or Count. « 


(Section 8, Paragraph 3, under ‘“Food,’’ as Amended by 
Act of March 3, 1913.) 

(a) Except as otherwise provided by this regulation, the 
quantity of the contents, in all cases of food, if in package 
form, must be plainly and conspicuously marked, in terms of 
weight, measure, or numerical count, on the outside of the 


covering or container usually delivered to consumers. 


(b) The quantity of the contents so marked shall be the- 


amount of food in the package. 

(c) The statement of the quantity of the contents shall 
be plain and conspicuous, shall not be a part of or obscured 
by any legend or design, and shall be so placed and in such 
characters as to be readily seen and clearly legible when the 
size of the package and the circumstances under which it is 


ordinarily examined by purchasers or consumers are taken 
into consideration. 


(d) If the quantity of the contents be stated by weight 
or measure, it shall be marked in terms of the largest unit 
contained in the package; for example, if the package contain 
a pound, or pounds, and a fraction of a pound, the contents 


shall be expressed in terms of pounds and fractions thereof; 
or of pounds and ounces and not merely in ounces. 


(e) Statements of weight shall be in terms of avoirdu- 
pois pounds and ounces; statements of liquid measure shall 
be in terms of the United States gallon of 231 cubic inches 
and its customary subdivisions, i. e., in gallons, quarts, pints, 
or fluid ounces, and shall express the volume of the liquid at 
68 degrees F. (20 degrees C.); and statements of dry measure 
shall be in terms of the United States standard bushels of 
2,150.42 cubic inches and its customary subdivisions, i. e., in 
bushels, half bushels, pecks, quarts, pints, or half pints: Pro- 
vided, That by like method, such statements may be in terms 
of metric weight or measure. 

(f) The quantity of solids shall be stated in terms of 
weight and of liquid in terms of measure, except that in case 
of an article in respect to which there exists a definite trade 
custom otherwise, the statement may be in terms of weight or 
measure in accordance with such custom. The quantity o1 
viscous or semi-solid foods, or of mixtures of solids and liquids, 
may be stated either by weight or measure, but the statement 
shall be definite and shall indicate whether the quantity is ex- 


pressed in terms of weight or measure, as, for example, 
“Weight 12 oz.,” or “12 oz. avoirdupois;” “Volume 12 ounces,” 
or fluid ounces.” 
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(g) The quantity of the contents shall be stated in terms 
of weight or measure unless the package be marked by nu- 
merical count and such numerical count gives accurate infor- 
mation as to the quantity of the food in the package. 

(h) The quantity of the contents may be stated in terms 
of minimum weight, minimum measure, or minimum count, 
for example, “minimum weight 1 oz.,” minimum volume 1 
gallon,” or “not less than 4 oz.’’; but in such case the state- 
ment must approximate the actual quantity and there shall be 
no tolerance below the stated minimum. 

(i) The following tolerances and variations from the 
quantity of the contents marked on the package shall be al- 
lowed: 

(1) Discrepancies due exclusively to errors in weighing, 
measuring, or counting which occur in packing conducted in 
compliance with good commercial practice. 

(2) Discrepancies due exclusively to differences in the 
capacity of bottles and similar containers resulting solely from 
unavoidable difficulties in manufacturing such bottles or con- 
tainers so as to be of uniform capacity: Provided, That no 
greater tolerance shall be allowed in case of bottles or similar 
containers which, because of their design, cannot be made of 
approximate uniform capacity than is allowed in-the case of 
bottles or similar containers which can be manufactured so 
as to be of approximate uniform capacity. 

(3) Discrepancies in weight or measure due exclusively 
to differences in atmospheric conditions in various places, and 
which unavoidably result from the ordinary and customary 
exposure of the packages to evaporation or to the absorption 
of water. 

Discrepancies under classes (1) and (2) of this paragraph 
shall be as often above as below the marked quantity. The 
reasonableness of discrepancies under class (3) of this para- 
graph will be determined on the facts in each case. 

(j) A package containing two avoirdupois ounces of food 
or less is ‘‘small,” and shall be exempt from marking in terms 
of weight. 

(k) A package containing one fluid ounce of food or less 
is “small,’? and shall be exempt from marking in terms of 
measure. 

(1) When a package is not required by paragraph (g) 
to be marked in terms of either weight or measure, and the 
units of food therein are six or less, it shall, for the purpose 
of this regulation, be deemed “small,” and shall be exempt 
from marking in terms of numerical count.

The language of the above decision is clear and explicit 
and should be understood without difficulty. The following . 
points are to be specially noted: 

(a) The weight, measure or numerical count must be 
stated on the outside of the covering or container usually de- 
livered to consumers. 

(c) While no particular style of type is designated nor is 
any reference made to the term “principal label,” emphasis is 
made that the statement must be Plain and Conspicuous, not 
obscured by any legend or design, so placed and in such char- 
acters as to be readily seen and clearly legible, when the size 
of the package and the circumstances under which it is or- 
dinarily examined by purchasers or consumers are taken into 
consideration. 

(d) The quantity of the contents must be stated in terms 
of the largest unit contained in the package and fractions 


thereof; this means pounds and ounces if the weight of con- 
tents exceeds one pound. 
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(e) Paragraph “e’’ makes general provision for both 


solids and liquids and permits a statement of the contents. 


either in U. S. standards or under the metric system. 
(f) This paragraph is applicable to most classes of canned 


food and permits the expression in terms of weight or meas- 
ure according to trade custom. 


In certain kinds of semi-solid foods, the statement may 
be either in terms of weight of measure. 


(h) It is permissible to express the minimum weight or 
use the term “not less than”; but it should be borne in mind 


that if statements of this kind are used no tolerance will be 
permitted as provided in section (i). 


On account of unavoidable accidents, which may lead to 


unintentional violations of the law, the use of either of these 
terms should be avoided. 


(i) Tolerances are permitted the same as under present 
Regulation 29, but discrepancies in these cases shall be as 
often above as below the marked quantity. 


(j) The regulation defines the term ‘small’ as used in 
the Act to mean a package containing 2 ounces avoirdupois 
or less, or one fluid ounce or less. Such “small’’ packages are 
exempt from marking. 


The question of marking unlabeled food packages enter- 
ing into interstate commerce has heretofore been raised and 
has been passed upon by the Solicitor of the Department of 
Agriculture. The Solicitor has rendered a decision that the 
statement of the contents will be required on such packages. 


It has recently been suggested that the accurate marking 
of the cases containing unlabeled packages to show the weight 
of contents will be sufficient. This aspect of the case s now 
before the Solicitor for determination. 


TOMATO BLIGHT 
By Prof John F. Monroe, Maryland Agr. Experimental Station. 


With the public increasing its demands for better quality 
canned foods, and the Pure Food Laws being more rigorously 
enforced, the canner must lend every effort to meet these 
requirements. Sanitary conditions in and around the factory 
help materially in solving this problem. However, the can- 
ner must look further for the cause of some troubles: he 
must look to the raw product. If the produce he puts in 
the cans is not free from bacteria, moulds, etc., it is un- 
reasonable to expect the resulting article to be of the highest 
possible quality. 

In the tomato, the blight is the direct or indirect cause 
of considerable trouble. The plants become defoliated as a 
result of blight; this exposes the fruit, and it scalds and 
eracks. Bacteria and moulds develop in these cracks, and 
the trouble is started. In peeling the tomato this cracked 
portion is not entirely removed, and undesirable organisms go 
into the cans. On the other hand, the waste would be enor- 
mous if the cracked parts were entirely removed. The most 
practicable solution of this problem seems to be the control 
of the blight, and other troubles in the growing crop. 

The first co-operative ‘“‘shot,’’ in tomato blight control, 
was fired in Wilmington, Delaware, on May 23rd. On that 
day about thirty-five canners from New Jersey, Delaware and 
Maryland met with representatives from the three state ex- 
periment stations and colleges, and the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. This meeting has been reported 

in “The Canning Trade.”” The most important and far- 
reaching accomplishment of this meeting was the uniting of 


all tomato interests into a co-operative body for the improve- 
ment of this crop. 


If there are any real live canners in Maryland who were 
not at that meeting, and who wish to consider this co-opera- 
tive tomato work, write the Agricultural College at College 
Park, and we will be willing to take the matter up fully, with 
a view to starting tomato crop improvement work with them. 

This matter is of vital interest to every tomato canner 


in the State, and they should get behind the work started on 
May 23rd. 
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CAMPBELL’S PLAN 


MODEL COMMUNITY. 


Plans for their mammoth new factory and model town 
at Washington Park are being rapidly shaped up by the 
Joseph Campbell Company famed the world over as soup 
makers. The town will be equipped with homes of the most 
modern sanitary type and facilities for the moral, mental and 
physical uplift of their army of employes. The project will 
involve the expenditure of millions and means the abandon- 
ment of their factory here. 

The new town will be called ‘Campbells,’ and will in- 


clude the best features of the Port Sunlight colony in Mid- 
dlesex, Eng. 


With the exception of a few pavilion structures in Wash- 
ington Park and farm buildings, the tract purchased by the 
company is an undeveloped stretch of land. It will be cleared, 
and under the guidance of landscape artists, sanitarians and 
architects, the model town will become a reality. 

The tract will be transformed into a garden spot where 
employes will work under ideal conditions and children of em- 
ployes will be enabled to mature to manhood and womanhood 
under conditions which will tend to breed moral, mental and 
physical well being and better citizenship. 

The aim of the company is to better the condition of their 
employes and make them better workers. And in the model 
settlement the work of reconstruction will begin in the homes, 
which will be provided with every comfort that modern ar- 
chitecture and sanitation has devised. The work of social 
and industrial uplift will be carried in the workshops, which 
will be the finest of their kind in the world in the point of 
light, sanitation and healthfulness. Out of working hours em- 
ployes and their families will be given every opportunity for 


mental and physical improvement in lecture rooms and gym- 
nasiums. 


The plan of the Campbell Company is indicative of a 
movement of large manufacturers in this country to settle 
labor discontent by providing better living and working con- 
ditions for employes. The Campbell plan makes the third of 
its kind in the vicinity. The Baldwin Locomotive Works have 
a model settlement proposition under advisement for employes 


in Eddystone and another has been created at Marcus Hook 
by the American Viscose Company for its silk workers. 


On July 1 ground will be broken for the erection of a 
four-story, reinforced concrete factory, which will cost ap- 


proximately $2,000,000, and be the work place of those who 
will inhabit the model town. 


The plant will have 3,400 acres of floor space, and will 
be the largest canning factory in this country. The contract 


for the erection of the factory has been let to William Steele 
& Son, of Twelfth and Arch streets, Philadelphia. 


The Campbell Company has nearly 2,000 employes, in- 
cluding 1,400 shop workers, 250 salesmen and an office force 
ef 150 men and women. Following the establishment of the 


model town and the erection of the new plant, it is expected 
that the force of employes will be doubled. 


For months the officials of the Campbell Company have 
been working on plans for the establishment of the town, which 
will provide ideal working and social conditions for employes. 

Settlements in the United States have been carefully 
studied to get ideas, and this summer one of the officers will 


go to England and visit the Port Sunlight colony. It is ex- 
pected to have it in full operation within two years. 


Houses equipped with all the best sanitary arrangements 
will be erected for employes. The buildings will be artistic in 
design, and will be heated and lighted from a central plant 
after the plan operated by the Girard estate in South Phila- 


delphia. Each house will be provided with a garden plot so 
that employes can raise their own vegetables. 


The officers of the company have decided to make the 
offspring of their employes the happiest children in America. 


In the village will be playgrounds, recreation centers, a centra: 
gymnasium and schools. 
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The managers of the settlement will make it their special 
duty to look after the health and comfort of every man, wom- 
an and child. Though the plans are still only tentative, it is 
expected that a special plan will be adopted for the intellectual 
improvement of employes and their families. This will prow 
ably take the form of lectures, entertainments and other edu- 
cational features. 

“Campbells” will be made beautiful with small parks, 
abundant flower gardens, trees and shrubbery. 

When the idea for the model settlement was conceived the 
company began acquiring land at Washington Park and 
vicinty. 

Washington Park; comprising 110 acres was purchased 
from the estate of William J. Thompson. After that other 
plots around the park, from five to fifty acres, were purchased. 
Entire farms were bought outright with the buildings. 


MAY 1ST, 1916 


Abolition of the Serial Number Postponed One Year—Effec- 
tive Work of the National Canners’ Association. 


The executive committe at its recent meeting directed the 
secretary to take up the matter of having the time extended 
for th use of labels on which was printed the serial number. 

In pursuance of this the following letter was sent: 
May 26, 1914. 
Dr. C. L. Alsberg, ‘ 
Chief, Bureau of Chemistry, 
Washington, D. C. 

My Dear Sirs: Our office has on file a large number of 
letters from canners throughout the United States in reference 
to F. I. D. 153. These letters generally state that they must 
heartily approve of the action of the board in abolishing the 
use of the serial number and cheerfully agree to comply with 
the requiremnts of the decision so far as printing the labels 
felt that it would aid in the enforcement of the law. 

They say, however, that the time for the abolishment 
of the serial number is entirely too short, because they will 
have a great quantity of labels on hand after May 1, 1915, 
which can not be reprinted without considerable cost, and 
this reprinting would spoil the appearance of the label. 

In using the serial number it must be admitted that 
reputable canners adopted the same in good faith and have 
not abused or misused the privilege. Our correspondence 
shows that its adoption was encouraged by the Government 
food officials at one time, and many of the letters indicate that 
the only reason the canners put on the guaranty legend and 
serial number was because they had the impression that the 
Government required it. It certainly was encouraged at the 
inception of the pure food law, because Government officials 
felt that it would aid in the enforcemento f the law. 

It was our purpose not to make a request for an extension 
of time until after the packing season of 1914 was over, and 
it could be actually shown in dollars how serious the loss 
would be to the canning industry should these labels have to 
be destroyed. Since then we have been confronted with an- 
other situation. Our office is informed that many distributors 
throughout the country are refusing to take the 1914 product 
which bears the serial number on the label, because they fear 
that it will not go into consumption before May 1, 1915, and 
they do not wish to assume any responsibility in the matter. 

This attitude of the distributors we fear has become so 
general that unless a speedy expression is made extending the 
time, the extension to May 1, 1915, will be practically useless 
and millions of dollars worth of labels will have to be imme- 
diately destroyed, because distributors are in a position to 
enforce their demands as to how their product shall be labeled. 
As soon as F. I. D. 153 was promulgated this office wired 
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every label printer in the country with which it could come 

in contact, suggesting that both the legend and the number 

be omitted from all labels then in process of manufacture.

The three secretaries, under date of May 29th, 1914, is- 
sued Food Inspection Decision No. 155, the text of which is as 
follows: 


FOOD INSPECTION DECISION NO. 155. 


Changing Effective Date of Food Inspection Decision No. 
153, which amends regulation 9, relating to guaranties by 
wholesalers, jobbers, manufacturers, and other parties resid- 
ing in the United States to protect dealers from prosecution. 


The effective date of food inspection decision No. 153, 
issued May 5, 1914, is hereby postponed until May 1, 1916; 
Provided, that as to products packed and labeled prior to 
May 1, 1916, in accordance with law and with the regulations 
in force prior to May 5, 1914, it shall become effective No- 
vember 1, 1916; and Provided further, that compliance with 
the terms of regulation 9 of the rules and regulations for the 
enforcement of the Food and Drugs Act as amended by food 
inspection decision No. 153 will be permitted at any time after 
the date of this decision.

TO REGULATE. CREDITS 


Mr. Sabath Introduced the Following Bill; Which Was Re- 
ferred to the Committee on the Postoffice and Post 
Roads and Ordered to Be Printed. 


A BILL to prohibit the transmission through the mails 
of false statements in writing for the procuring of credit 
thereon. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represntatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
any person who shall deposit or cause to be deposited in any 
postoffice or station thereof, branch postoffice, or street or 
other letter box of the United States, or authorized depository 
for mail matter, to be sent or delivered by the postoffice 
establishment of the United States, or shall knowingly cause 
to be delivered by mail according to the direction thereon, 
any letter, writing, or circular containing or being a materially 
false statement and known by him to be materially false 
respecting the financial condition or means of himself or any 
other person, firm, or corporation in whom he is financially 
intersted or for whom he is acting, for the purpose of pro- 
curing, either from the person, firm, or corporation to whom 
such statement shall be addressed or delivered, or from any 
other person, firm, or corporation, either the delivery of per- 
sonal property, the payment of cash, the making of a loan 
or credit, the extension of a credit, the discount of an account 
recivable, or inducing or procuring the making, acceptance, 
discount, sale, or indorsement of a bill of exchange, or promis- 
sory note, or other obligation, for the benefit either of himself 
or such person, firm, or corporation in whom he is interested 
or for whom he is acting, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $5,000 or by imprisonment of not more than one 


year, or both by fine and imprisonment, at the discreiton of the ©

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The New York Market 


Interest in canned foods at a standstill—All hands are buying as wanted, but waiting for 


some unknown and unexpected event before buying heavily—Tomatoes easier—Corn 
shows no life—Other articles meeting fair demand—Noted in the market.

New York, June 5, 1914. 


The Market.—New York jobbers are not showing much in- 
terest in the various lines in market, excepting what are re- 
quired to fill present orders. Indeed, business was looked upon 
as being somewhat dull this week, though about the average 
movement in the principal lines was reported. Holders are 
still firm in their views and refuse to make concessions. The 
situation in that direction, at least, remains substantially as it 
has been heretofore. Not much interest was shown in the 
purchase of futures in such lines as opening prices have been 
announced. In fact, it might almost be said that the market 
was at a standstill, so far as any change in prices was con- 
cerned. Buyers have not yet developed much interest in any- 
thing beyond satisfying their immediate necessities. Condi- 
tions seem to them to justify a waiting attitude and they are 
in no hurry to place orders. Prices were steady and the gen- 
eral situation was quiet and transactions in the main were 
confined to the necessities of the moment. The crop situation 
in some lines, such as apples, for example, is so promising that 
prices have weakened perceptibly, and it is possible to buy at 
reductions in some instances. But in a majority of lines, 
where crop conditions exert any influence, holders are waiting, 


too, and refuse to accept offers which are made at reduced 
figures. 


Tomatoes.—The market was a shade easier in all grades 
and sizes, though actual quotations were unchanged. Buyers 
were not taking anything beyond what they need to fill present 
orders, and futures were neglected. The condition of the crop 
is uncertain and neither packers or buyers seem disposed to 
accept chances. The whole market is pervaded by the waiting 
attitude, which seems to be the most striking characteristic of 
the present. New York jobbers are taking spot goods in a 
small way only and futures have been left to their own devices 
all the week. Some ordinary standard 3s sold at 70c. factory, 
but for full grade 72%4c. was the best that could be done and 
some holders wanted 75c., which was prohibitive. For No. 2s 
60c. is outside, but it is probable that most sales were at 
57%c. No. 10s were steady at $2.50 outside, with some small 
sales made as low as $2.40. New Jersey No. 3s were quoted 
at $1.25, but not much movement was noted in these goods. 
Futures remain steady without much movement. Buyers are 
chary and packers are not anxious to take on further orders, 
pending the further development of the crop. 

Corn.—Fancy stock of all packs is scarce and held firmly 
up to outside quotations. Not many offer it at all and in most 
instances it requires a good deal of searching to find even the 
small quantity that is needed. Maine fancy is very scarce and 
mostly in second hands, with $1.25, or even higher, quoted 
in some cases. New York standard is quoted at 77%c. and 
fancy is hard to find at 8744c. Maine style pack is said to be 
easier, with 60@65c. quoted, factory. or Southern shipping 
points. Western is quoted at 75c., but it would be possible to 
buy below that figure. Maine standard is quoted at 90c. The 
outlook for the crop is not particularly good in the Northern 
sections. The effects of the cold, late spring have not entirely 


disappeared and growers are still uncertain about the acreage 
they will have. 


Peas.—Futures have been opened by a number of can- 
ners during the week and an easier tone has pervaded the 
market since. Buyers appear to be neglecting standard and 
extra standard grades and are buying sifted and extra fine 
sifted. Sifted are quoted at $1.20 and one sale of extra fine 


sifted was reported at $1.75@1.90 factory. According to let- 
ters from the South cost of raw material in Baltimore is high, 
but country canners appear to be well supplied. The quality 
of new pack is reported somewhat irregular, but is generally 


up to the average. Old pack has been neglected, since it was 
possible to buy new goods. 


String Beans.—Old stock is still firmly held and sales 
have been made in a small way to satisfy present requirements. 
New crop has not yet developed and not much business is 
doing. Southern canners are offering new pacx No. 10 white 
wax strings at $2.20 factory. A few good sales were men- 


tioned, but in the main buyers are holding off, waiting fur- 
ther development of the situation. 


Spinach.—A jobbing demand, based upon 75c. for No. 28 
was noted. No. 3s are held at 90c. and No. 10s are firm at 


$2.90 shipping point. Stock is in moderate compass and 
nearly all holders are firm in their views. 


Sweet Potatoes.—Jobbers give the market little attention 
and the price f. o. b. factory appears to be easier. No. 3s are 
quoted at 72%c. and No. 10s are held firmly at $2.40. Old 


stock is quiet and prices are tending downward rather than 
upward. 


Beets.—Standards are held with confidence. New pack 
is offered at 75c. for No. 2. No. 3s can be bought for 865c. 


f. o. b. factory. Not much can be learned regarding the out- 
look for new pack. 


Pumpkin.—Sales are light at this season, though con- ~ 
sumption has increased as compared with previous years. 
Movement is chiefly in small lots and for immediate consump- 
tion. Large bakers take the bulk of what is purchased now. 

Asparagus.—Sales have not been large the past week. In 
fact, little interest is shown in any position. Most buyers seem 
to have protected themselves sufficiently to cover their early 
requirements and are not buying freely at present. The mar- 


ket on futures is, therefore, quiet, while spot goods are held 
with confidence, but buyers show little interest. 


Succotash.—The market is quiet, with sales made only in 


small lots and apparently for immediate consumption. As a 
whole little change has been noted since last reports. 


Fruits.—The situation in California is unchanged. The 
trade is awaiting the announcement of opening prices, which 
are not expected until after the close of the wholesale grocers’ 


convention. Meanwhile, the relatively small movement is for 
immediate use and prices remain steady as previously reported. 


Apples.—No. 10s are lower, based upon the prospect for 
a larger crop. The figure quoted for 1914 stock is $2.50 laid 
down. One bid of $2.20 was refused, but it is likely that $2.30 
would be accepted. Early contracts on No. 10s were all at™ 
$2.50@2.60 laid down. Early buyers are not particularly 
good-natured at the turn affairs have taken. Other varieties 
are quiet, and business is done chiefly in small lots. 

Peaches.—California stock remains unchanged. The as- 
sociation issued a price list to jobbers for the purpose of gov- 
ernment bidding, but it is believed that these figures will be 
somewhat changed when the final ones are given. The same 
observation applies to apricots and other California fruits. 


Not much business is done in any variety, pending the an- 
nouncement of opening prices. . 


Pineapples.—Business has been good all the week, though 
here and there a holder has reported small sales. In the main, 
however, everybody has profited and in some instances move- 
ment has been liberal. Conditions favor the holder rather 


than the seller on most lines. Southern packed stock has had 
its share of attention during the week just closed. 
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Pears.—Business it light, but sales have been at full out- 
side prices and in general have been for immediate use. 
Stocks are light, but Eastern crops promise well for this sea- 
son, and this fact is influencing prices to some extent. 


Berries.—It is impossible to select ‘any variety of berries 
and say that they are doing better than others. All are quiet, 
but prices are held firm, pending the outcome of the crop sit- 
uation. So far all varieties promise abundantly and opening 
prices made on blueberries and blackberries, noted elsewhere, 
are at full prices. In most instances holders are well cleaned 
out of old stock and find it difficult to fill any considerable 
orders. 


Rhubarb.—The new pack promises well, but so far as 
known no opening prices have yet been announced. The sup- 
ply is rather small at present and until the new pack is ready 
for delivery it would not be easy to obtain any quantity. 


Salmon.—A firm market was reported in all grades and 
sizes and business was done in fairly liberal quantities in some 
instances. Red Alaska talls are held at $1.45@1.50, though 
the outside figure is not often reached. Medium reds are 
offered at $1.05@1.07%4, while pinks are held at 82% @85c., 
with not many large sales to the credit of the market. Sock- 
eye is scarce and English buyers would be glad to get more if 
it were obtainable. Columbia River fish are scarce and prices 
rule high, with almost nothing doing beyond spot require- 
ments. It is said, too, that the spring pack on the Columbia 
is disappointing, not because the fish are absent, but because 
the water has been clear and this has enabled the wily fish to 
avoid the traps and snares which have been set for him. The 
fishermen depend upon the spring freshets to disturb the water 
so that the fish cannot see the traps and nets. 


Sardines.—The run of fish on the Maine coast is improv- 
ing. but it is still too small to offer much encouragement to 
packers who have large orders and are waiting for stock to 
fill them. Reports from the South say that the market is ir- 
regular and that it is possible to buy at shaded prices for all 
grades. Meanwhile, large packers are declaring that they can- 
not procure enough to fill their daily requirements, to say noth- 
ing of providing a surplus for use later in the season. Retail- 
ers are pretty well run down and in most instances will have 
to buy full sized stocks to insure satisfying their trade when 
they begin to distribute what comes. 


Oysters.—No change in the situation. Business is light 
and sales are made in small lots only. Most buyers are 
neglecting them. Some inquiry comes from the interior, but 
it is insufficient to make much impression upon the market. 

Lobsters.—Sales are small and prices remain firm. The 
outlook for the pack is more favorable. Fishermen report 
finding more lobsters than heretofore, but the difference will 
hardly be observable, excepting in rare instances. 


Shrimp.—Movement is slow and prices rule high, with the 
quantity packed this year below the average for the season. 
The supply is so small that regular quotations have been with- 
drawn.and what is obtained is a matter of negotiation between 
buyer and seller. 


Crab Meat.—Japanese pack is scarce and prices rule high, 
with No. 1s quoted at $13.50 and No. %s at $16.75 here. 
Buyers are taking only small lots at that range. 


PICKED UP IN PASSING. 


A letter from a Baltimore factor says that so far few lots 
of peas have been packed, but those which have been put up 
have sold readily wherever quality is fine. The market has 
been active on all grades above standards, but lower prices 
are looked for as the quantity put up increases. 

Charles Corby, of the Corby’ Commission Company, has 
been visiting up-state canning centers the past .week. 

James Dunbar, of Dunbar, Lopez-Dukate, New Orleans, 
has been in New York the past week. He reports the 1914 
pack of shrimp to date as not more than 40,000 cases, com- 
pared with 140,000 cases at the same time last year. The 
partial failure is due, it is said, to the disappearance of fish 
from the Gulf. 


N. Hast, general manager of the Baltimore Brokerage 
Company, was in New York this week. He seemed enthusi- 
astic over the outlook for business. 

From 16,000 to 18,000 tons is the estimate of the Cali- 
— apricot crop. A short time ago it was placed at 15,000 
ons. 


The Navy Department is preparing new specifications for 
2,000 cases of Alaska salmon. All bids were rejected because 
the original specifications were faulty. 

One packer quotes No. 10 Maine blueberries, 1914 pack, 


at $5.50 for fall delivery. Indications point to a much larger 
pack than last year. 


THE Canning TRADE 


One sale of 2,000 cases No. 2 full standard tomatoes was 
reported for New York account at 50c. f. o. b. factory. Most 


Southern holders refuse to accept bids under 52%c. factory. 

State canners are offering No. 10 apples more freely at 
-$2.40 laid down. Crop prospects are reported unusually prom- 
ising, and a slightly easier market is the result. 


Information from New York State is to the effect that the 
apple, cherry, pear and plum crop will be an average, possibly 
more, but that peaches indicate a poor output. Pears and 
cherries were short last year and plums were more or less un- 
satisfactory. Apples promise a bumper yield. 


L. A. Watson, of Louisville, Ky., was a visitor in the trade 
this week. He said that Southern jobbers show an increasing 
interest in salmon and sardines. He points out much irregu- 
larity in prices on 1914 pack sardines. 


P. A. Langman, of Seattle, Wash., was a visitor in the 
West Side jobbing trade this week. 


Letters from Baltimore say that the herring catch in Ches- 
apeake Bay is large, but the number of roe fish is small. 
Packers who contracted to deliver, freely at this time are said 


by the writers to be much embarrassed by the scarcity. Some 
have told their brokers that because of lack of material it will 
be impossible for them to fill contracts. 


H. Bell Irving, of Vancouver, B. C., stopped in New York 
a few days on his way home from Europe. He is heavily inter- 
ested in salmon canning and gave that industry considerable 
study during his three months in Europe. He says there is 
still an unlimited market abroad for salmon and the English 
market could not be in better condition than it is now. Eng- 
lish interests have bought sockeyes liberally out for the 1914 
pack and are ready to increase their orders if they can obtain 


the stock, and what is even more. interesting, they do not ob- 
ject to paying a good advance over the 1913 price. He said 
the carry-over on the Coast is very small, even though the 
pack last year was a record breaker. He left for Vancouver 
early in the week. His family accompanied him on his jour- 
ney. 

Prices on California fruits have been expected for some 
days, but a late advice from there says it is doubtful if the 
wee will be named until after the wholesale grocers’ con- 
vention. 


Letters to brokers and others from Astoria give a some- 
what discouraging view of the spring salmon pack on the Co- 
lumbia River. Blue backs are less numerous than for years 
past, and this was supposed to be the big year for them. The 


catch on the upper river is reported light. As there was no 
snow to speak of in the mountains, no’freshets came down 
and the water has remained clear. The fish were thus able to 
see the traps and thereby evade them. 


New pack No. 10 white wax string beans are offered by 
Southern canners at $2.20 factory. 


The California Bartlett pear crop is reported in bad con- 
— and not more than 75 per cent. of an average is ex- 
pected. 


One packer is offering No. 10 blueberries from Southern 
points at $6.00. No. 10 blackberries are quoted at $3.75, and 
No. 10 red raspberries at $5.25 factory. 


Opening prices on 1914 pack strawberries are named by 
some Southern canners thus: No. 2 standards, in water, 85c.; 
in syrup, $1.00; No. 2 preserved, $1.15; No. 2 extra preserved, 
$1.25; No. 2 fancy, $1.40; No. 10, $2.40; all f. o. b. factory. 


Opening prices on Southern pack peas as announced by 
some follows: Early June, No. 2, seconds, 70c.; standards, 
75c.; extra standard, 80c.; sifted, $1.00; extra sifted, $1.20; 
medium sifted, $1.15; finest, $1.95; all f. o. b. factory. 

The Tokstad-Burger Company, importers, have completely 
renovated their offices in the Franklin-Hudson Building and 
now have as handsomely furnished a suite as there is in the 
building. 


Letters from Baltimore say that the Maryland pea crop is- 
suffering from lack of rain. Some of the vines were turning 
yellow when the letter was written. Packers were paying 
15 @20c. a bushel advance on raw stock this week. 

Reports from Indiana are to the effect that the drought 
has injured the pea crop so seriously that some canners have 
withdrawn prices. It is reported here that already more than 
50 per cent. of the crop is beyond relief. 

Walter H. Wiseman, sales manager of the Los Angeles 
Tuna Canning Company, Long Branch, Cal., is in New York, 
and expects to remain some days. He is making his head- 
quarters with J. Menist, New York representative of the firm. 
He reports sales up to the capacity of the plant.

Good crops in prospect—Will the market be overpacked on poor goods ?—A Canned 


Food Week needed badly—But little inquiry for tomatoes—Corn not moving.

Chicago, June 5th, 1914. 


The Weather.—We are having nice weather in Chi- 
cago, bright, cool and fine one day and warm with show- 
ers the next. Good growing weather and good weather 
for business as well. 

Canned Foods Outlook.—With good crop prospects 
in sight, and an almost assured large yield of all fruits 
and vegetables, the outlook for a heavy production of 
canned foods all along the line seems to be quite probable. 
If the acreage is not limited, and canning operations are 
going to be as active as usual, both of which conditions 
are quite probable, what is going to be the result? Well, 
there will be a big output, despite the fact that there has 
been a small sale of futures in tomatoes, corn and peas, as 
well as of other goods of standard quality. 

Fine qualities have sold well in futures, and too much 
of a supply of extra standard and fancy qualities cannot 
be packed, but if canners are going to can an output of 
low grade peas, corn and tomatoes, equal even to that of 
last year, there is going to be trouble, and several kinds 
of trouble. 

In view of the probability of a quantity rather than 
a quality pack in staple lines, something must be done to 
increase the consumption of canned foods, and it must be 
done along the line of informing and educating the women 
of the United States as to the merits of hermetically 
sealed foods. 

Wholesale grocers are constantly working along ed- 
ucational lines in promoting the sale of canned foods, but 
they are pushing high-grade qualities all the time under 
their own labels, not realizing that the consumption and 
use of high-grade and high-priced qualities is essentially 
small, They do not even push or advertise their extra 
standard grades, which is the grade which is the biggest 
and best seller, being adapted to the income of the class 
of people that is the most numerous, the great middle 
class. 

Consequently, in their advertising and promotion 
of canned foods it will be found that wholesale grocers 
(unwisely, I believe) devote almost their entire effort to 
high-grade, high-priced goods. 

The retail grocers, on the other hand, in a heavy ma- 
jority of numbers, push and promote canned foods of ex- 
tra standard quality, because they, except in a few in- 
stances, cater to the big middle class of people, and are 
always striving to attract and please that class. 

The rich patronize a few exclusive retail stores, 
which charge hem high prices for fine qualities and give 
them long credit. Such stores pursue the same policy as 
do most wholesale grocers by pushing the sale of high- 
priced, high-quality goods. 

It will now be seen from the foregoing analysis that 
low-grade canned foods are without friends.” There is 
none so poor as to do them reverence.” 

They are sold usually at job lot prices to a very poor 
or to a very mean class of people. The wholesale grocer 
makes but little profit on them and hates them, the retail 
grocer uses them for bait to attract a skinflint cash trade 
and despises them, and the consumer who has them 
served up to him heartily detests them. 

Nobody pushes them and they are friendless. But, 
like the influence of any other pestilence or misfortune :n 
life’s affairs and progress, they control and depress the 


entire market for canned foods. The great mass of ac- 
cursed trash which some canners put into cans, absolutely 
unfit for human food, weighs down the canning industry 
and confines the consumption of canned foods to an aver- 
age of about one can per month for each person in the 
United States, when by right of true merit the average 
consumption should, per capita, be ten times as great. 

The great national associations—canners, wholesale 
grocers, retail grocers, brokers—have it in their power to 
conduct and continue an educational campaign which will 
quickly place the canning industry in a position to make 
and distribute ten times the present output in a few years 
if they would work and pull together, but if every fellow 
goes off and flocks by himself in a little selfish and mis- 
guided effort in order to shove in his own brand and push 
out or displace the other fellows, nothing, as usual, will 
result. 

A big, concerted national effort, well organized and 
promoted, could be made at an insignificant cost to each 
person, and would so popularize canned foods through 
the educational influence that private adertising would 
be unnecessary for many years, as the demand would 
readily take all the goods that could be produced, if of 
meritorious quality. 

Canned Tomatoes.—I note a quiet market with but 
little inquiry for any grade, future or spot. A few twos 
were sold the past week at 60c. f. o. b. Chicago in a small 
way between jobbers. There is some inquiry for fancy 
No. 3 tomatoes, but none are to be found. Buyers’ views 
as to price of such goods are about 95 to $1.00 f. 0. b. cars 
Chicago, but qualities above extra standard in fill and 
style are hard to find, even at a higher price. 

Canned Corn.—A little lot of fancy Maine corn (Saco 
Valley Canning Co.) sold at $1.10 f. 0. b. Chicago this 
week. I did not see it. Standard Maine corn will not sell 
in Chicago at any price. Buyers prefer Western corn. 
There is some Maine standard corn here which holders 
find it almost impossible to move. 

Canned Peas.—Crop reports from Wisconsin presage 
a good yield and a large output of good quality of peas. 
Indiana canners are not packing very heavily this year, 
and are not pushing sales. 

Stocks of peas in jobbers’ hands are heavy, and there 
will be quite a big carry-over under private labels. Future 
sales are said to have been piled up some early in the sea- 
son, but now there is a disposition to wait for a lower 
market. 

Canned Salmon.—TI note a firm and active market at 
prices which are improving slowly. Stocks in jobbers’ 
hands are large, and but few are in the market. 

Wholesalers and Retailers—The big convention of 
The National Association of Retail Grocers, held at Louis- 
ville, Ky., last month, was largely attended and quite suc- 
cessful. John A. Green, of Cleveland, Ohio, a great friend 
of the canning industry, was, as usual, re-elected secre- 
tary. Secretary Frank Gorrell, of the National Canners’ 
Association, made a telling and impressive address to the 
retailers. 

The convention (annual) of The National Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association meets June 17-18-19, 1914, at Minne- 
apolis, and will be largely attended. Important matters to 
canners and others will be considered.

Market 


Market in general is stronger—Hot weather increases demand for salmon—The market 
more nearly cleaned up than ever—Beginning to employ negroes in Northern 


Canneries—Coast Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, June 4, 1914. 


Salmon—The development of the past week, both here 
on the Coast and elsewhere in the United States, have been 
such as to add strength to a market already strong. The 
market as a result of the week’s happening has not lost one 
particle of firmness, but is, in the opinion of brokers and 
packers here, decidedly stronger. One of the most potent 
factors tending in the direction of greater firmness has been the 
heat wave that has been sweeping over the East. Hot weather, 
particularly extremely hot weather, invariably forces a con- 
suming demand for canned salmon which in turn is quick 
to be reflected in the jobbing market. So it has been during 
the past week or ten days. It is estimated that the demand 


for canned salmon has been more than quadrupled during 
the recnt hot spell. A number of fresh inquiries have been 
received as a direct result. The hot weather coming so early 
and creating a good demand for salmon, came at a very 
opportune time so far as the packers are concerned. Given 
a normal consuming demand for canned salmon in this coun- 
try during the next three or four months, the new pack will 
arrive on a market that is more nearly cleaned up than in any 
season in a number of years. Last year and the year previous 
the fresh pack arrived on a market already carrying a mil- 
lion or more cases of fish. There is nowhere near that quan- 
tity of fish unsold in first hands at presnt, and there is yet 
three full months to go before the new arrivals commence 
to cut much figure so far as actual supplies are concerned. 


There is a good foreign demand all the time and the 
tone of inquiries now coming in from foreign buyers relative 
to 1914 business indicates that the foreign markets are in 
good healthy condition. 


Packers here are not expecting British Columbia salmon 
canners to invade the United States markets with fish after 
the Panama Canal is opened, even if the free tolls clause is 
repealed. Packers advance two reasons, first that the Britsh 
Columbia pack is too small normally to cut much figure and 
that the English market will take all the fish the West Coast 
of Canada canneries can put up; secondly even favored by the 
United States shipping laws which permit of cheaper crews 
being employed on vessels operating between British Columbia 
points and Atlantic Coast or Gulf points than can be used on 
the American vessels which have a monopoly of the purely 
American ocean traffic, the packers say the British Columbia 
packers will be handicapped by a duty which was not re- 
moved in the Underwood tariff. There has been some talk 
locally that Puget Sound and Alaska canners may lose busi- 
ness in the South and East to British Columbia canners, but 
the best posted scout this theory. 


It looks as though efforts will be made to try out negroes 
in the salmon canneries of Alaska and Puget Sound, par- 
ticularly in the North. As time passes it is increasingly dif- 
ficult to get laborers to work in the canneries. Formerly it 
was a simple matter to obtain Chinese cannery crews, but 
the immigration laws have been so rigidly enforced that 
packers are finding it hard to get Chinese for their canneries. 
It is said that an experiment is to be tried with negroes and 


that if the plan succeeds this form of labor will eventually © 


take the place of foreigners. The labor problem is one of 
the most critical packers have had to face during the past 
few years, although the advent of labor-saving machinery has 
helped some. 


State Fish Commissioner Lester L. Darwin in his annual 
report just submitted to Governor Ernest Lister states that 
the total pack of salmon by canneries in the State of Wash- 
ington last year aggregated 2,869,126 cases valued at $12,- 
937,006. The large pack and the high valuation was due, 
of course, to the big output of valuable sockeye salmon which 
runs in large quantities only once in four years. 

The Port of Seattle has awarded the contract for a five- 
story cold and warm storage plant to be erected in Seattle 
which it is expected will be used largely by salmon packers 
in handling canned fish, especially the Alaska output. The 
building will be 332x86x270x80 feet, and will cost about 
$450,000. It will be provided with the most modern equip- 
ment for the quick unloading of Alaska steamers and the 
loading of canned salmon and other canned goods into steam- 
ships which will tie up at the warehouse to load for foreign 
or domestic points. “SALMON.” 


HAWAIIAN PINEAPPLES 


The pineapple pack in Hawaii this season is expected to 
reach 2,000,000 cases. Canning pineapples was begun there 
only in 1900, and the rapid progress since that year is shown 
in the following record of cases packed: 


9,800 


This rapidly increasing output has been readily absorbed 
in the United States until the past season, the statement be- 
ing now made in Honolulu that all the packers hold con- 
siderable of last year’s pack unsold. Prices have now been 
reduced, No. 2% extra sliced Hawaiian pineapple being offered 
at $1.50 per dozen or $3 per case. It is anticipated that “in 
consequence this season’s pack will be sold with comparative 
ease, though profits will be small.” 

The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce has in 
cdurse of preparation a series of special reports on the pine- 
apple-canning industry in Hawaii, Formosa and the Straits 
Settlements, which will be published shortly monograph form. 


The Pleasant Grove Canning Co. has been incorporated at 
Pleasant Grove, Utah, with $20,000 capital stock. Officers are

Cherry crops have been damaged by rains—Crops ripening earlier than usual 
—Pear crop promises slightly better than last, year—Cool weather helped 
asparagus—Pea pack better than expected.

Cherries Damaged.—The recent rains have done consider- 
able damage to the early cherry crop, and much of the stock 
now being offered packers is of an inferior quality. Unless 
further storms are experienced before the close of the pack- 
ing season it is not believed that the crop will be injured to 
such an extent that the output -will be lessened materially. 
The long warm spell in the early spring caused fruit trees 
to blossom earlier than usual, and while April and May have 
been cool months, all varieties of fruits and berries are ripen- 
ing earlier than is ordinarily the case. Cherry packing at 
Hayward, one of the leading growing sections of the State, 
has been under way for more than a week, the season hav- 
ing opened earlier than ever before. In some sections the 
packing of Loganberries is almost half completed, where 
in normal years it is just commencing by the first of June. 

The Pear Crop.—From crop estimates that are coming in 
from orchardists in the Sacramento Valley section the crop 
of Bartlett pears this season will be about 70 per cent. of a 
normal yield, and slightly above that of last year. Eastern 
buyers are not in the market as yet, and as the prospects are 
for a large apple crop in the Eastern States it is anticipated 
that the prices paid for pears here will be lower than:a year 
ago. Packers are now in the field attempting to purchase 
_stock for future delivery at lower prices than have prevailed 
for several seasons. The cool weather that has ruled of 
late has been very benficial to pears and fruits in general 
and will doubtless result in the crop being of a good quality. 


Asparagus.—No hot weather was experienced during the 
month of May and most of the asparagus packed during this 
time was of high grade. A continuance of the present cool 
spell, with an occasional shower, will prolong the packing 
season past its usual limits. But few, if any, packers are 
offering full lines of asparagus, the estimated pack of most 
concerns having already been disposed of. This condition 
of affairs is something new and has been brought about by a 
steadily increasing demand for canned asparagus, and the 
prospects of a pack well below the average of the past few 
years. The publicity work that has been carried on by the 
California Fruit Canners’ Association, and one or two other 
firms, has doubtless been of great value in attracting attention 
to this excellent article and the results secured may be looked 
upon as a sample of what might be expected if an organized 
campaign of this character were to be carried out, as has 
been done by the packers of Hawaiian pineapple. 


Pea Packing.—The packing of peas is now well under way 
and the outlook is that the output will be larger than was 
figured on a month ago. While the aphis did considerable 
damage the cool weather has been of benefit to the growing 
crop and the late plantings are yielding better than is usually 
the case. The pack is moving well and some operators have 
commenced to make withdrawals on some of the heavy sell- 
ing grades. The California Fruit Canners’ Association has 
withdrawn quotations on No. 2 Tiny Petit Pois and Petit Pois, 
and No. 10 Extra Sifted and Sifted. The Pacific Pea Cannery 
at Oakdale is now turning out about 50,000 cans a day, and 
recently made a run of 65,000 cans, a record for this firm. The 
cool weather has materially extended the season, and packing 
will be carried on through the greater part of June. 

Coast Notes.—Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Co., 
has returned from an extended trip to Europe, and advises

that stocks of California canned products are very light in the 
English market, with the exception of apricots, and that heavy 
purchases will be made this year. The spring demand there 
has been unusually heavy, and cleanups will be made in most 
A feature of business there of late has 
been a great increase in the demand for Hawaiian pineapple, 
this having been brought about largely by the low prices 
that have been named. 

There is a very heavy demand for spot salmon on the 
Coast for Eastern shipment, but pink fish is about all that 
can be picked up. Some medium red salmon has changed 
hands of late and a few small lots of Alaska reds have also 
been sold, the latter at $1.45. The increased prices asked 
for all grades of salmon are being paid and the movement 
of this article has not been hampered in the least. Packers 
in the Northwest are finding a ready sale for new fish, with 
buyers requesting early delivery. 

Prices on California fruits will probably not be named 
until after the wholesale grocers’ national convention in June. 
Packers are now arranging for stocks and as prices have be- 
come fairly well settled opening rates can now be made at 
any time. 

A. Berti, of the Sunlit Fruit Company, of San Francisco 
and Berkeley, has returned from a tour of inspection through 
the fruit growing districts of Alameda and Santa Clara coun- 
ties, and states that the outlook is very promising for an im- 
mense crop of apricots. 

The Pacific Pea Cannery at Oakdale, Cal., is planning to 
handle tomatoes this season for the first time, and will in- 
stall new machinery as soon as the pea packing season is at 
anend. A large acreage will be devoted to tomatoes this year 
in Stanislaus county. 

R. L. Anderson, of San Jose, Cal., made a visit to Chico, 
Cal., recently to investigate the proposition of installing a 
new cannery. The Chico Business Men’s Association is in- 
terested in the project. 

Canned salmon shipments from San Francisco by sea 
during April were 30,787 cases, compared with 13,813 cases 
during the corresponding month in 1913. About one-half 
of this quantity went to the Atlantic Coast. 

The Gridley Produce and Canning Co., Gridley, Cal., has 
been dissolved at the request of the directors. 

_ The Lower California Fisheries Company, a corporation 
composed of San Francisco and Los Angeles busines men, with 
a capital of $200,000, has commenced the erction of a fishing 
pier and canning plant at San Diego. 

Bids will be invited shortly by the American Can Com- 
pany for the construction of a can-making plant at Ogden, 
Utah, to cost approximately $200,000. Joseph Goeghegan is 
district representative. 

A lot of canned goods, consisting of 3,617 cases con- 
demned by the Government were destroyed at San Francisco 
this week.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


A Correction—In last week’s issue, in calling atten- 
tion to the dangers of bacteria, yeasts and moulds in to- 
matoes affected by leaf blight, we stated that the Govern- 
ment had set a maximum allowance of 25,000,000 per 
cubic centimeter in tomato pulp. There is possibility of 
a misinterpretation of this, as the Government’s. allow- 
ance applies to the finished product, and therefore to 
catsup not to pulp. 

Just how this would apply may be seen if it be con- 
sidered that in making catsup, the pulp is cooked down 
to half its volume. Consequently a pulp that contained 
25,000,000 bacteria per C. C., when reduced 50 per cent. 
in volume, would show 50,000,000 per C. C. For this 
reason pulp to pass Government inspection should not 
show above 12,500,000 per C. C. 

This explanation is made to prevent any possible mis- 
understanding, our attention having been called to it by 
an interested party, 
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Last fall, when the question of a standard for toma- 
toes was being discussed the Canned Foods Exchange ap- 
pointed a committee to consider this matter and to bring 
in a form of standard, if possible. 

In the closing days of May this committee reported 
to the Exchange the following, as a suggested standard: 

“STANDARD TOMATOES—The committee rec- 
ommends that Standard Tomatoes should be cans packed 
in conformity with F. I. D. 144, of the sound and ripe 
tomatoes of the run of the crop not necessarily all red. 
The tomatoes to be peeled and cored as carefully as 
possible.” 


This tentative standard has been submitted to the 
members of the Exchange, and they will adopt or reject 
it at he next regular meeting, next week. The require- 
ment are broad enough and yet no their face appear rea- 
sonable at least as compared with some of the demands of 
some jobbers, who insisted that a standard tomato must 
be whole, red-ripe and free from skins and cores and 
the cans filled full. Were they asked for their definition 
of an extra standard or fancy they would probably be 
puzzled to give any other definition. A standard should 
be the average for, as a fact, it means the “medium 
grade,” the dividing mark from which other qualities are 
gauged. Above this mark the product becomes an 
“extra” and if far above it a “fancy” or “selected,” and if 
below the mark the article becomes a second quality, or 
below standard. Applying this to tomatoes the natural re- 
sult is that a standard must mean the average run of 
the crop, and as the average run of a crop of tomatoes 
is never full red and ripe, there must be some yellow 
and even green. : 


In fact there has been a great deal of misguided, 
wrongful education done in this matter of canned toma- 
toes, and the canners are to blame for allowing the in- 
justice to be forced upon them. No housewife in the 
world ever bought tomatoes from her huckster or market 
stall dealer that were all perfect, red-ripe; and she does 
not expect this. Why then should she expect it from the 
can, simply because they have been canned. She would 
not expect it were it not for the wrong-impression that 
the dealers have given her. 


And there is another, equally as bad feature, and 
that is as regards the wholeness of the tomatoes... The 
consumer has been lead to demand and to expect tomatoes 
in the can to be whole; a nonsensical requireemnt in that 
if it were possible of compliance would so increase the 
cost of production as to make tomatoes a luxury, but at 
the same time not add one bit to their value as a food. 
Yet when the cans fail to turn out so, the buyer at once 
marks -a score against them. A can filled with partly 
whole and broken tomatoes would acually contain more 
food value, more tomatoes, than one filled with whole 
tomatoes. And there is not the slightest doubt but that 
the housewife would be better satisfied with it; for no 
matter what the condition of the tomatoes as they come 
from the can, she at once cuts them up into small pieces 


before cooking, unless she has bought a very fancy article 
intended to be eaten raw or used in salads. And this 
bears out just what we claim, that the question of 
“wholeness” in standard tomatoes has no place whatever 
and should have no consideration. We question, in fact, 
if the Government had not this idea in mind in passing 
the F. I. D. 144, which calls for a can filled with tomatoes, 
or a can filled with any other product and just sufficient 
water, syrup or sauce to fill the interstices. Strictly 
speaking a can of whole tomatoes would have interstices 
which would require more juice than would be natural 
to the tomatoes, and added juice or water to tomatoes 
is prohibited, 


Now that the effort to secure a working standard 
for tomatoes is being made let us have it upon a sane 
and sensible basis, and let us once for all kill this boogy 
“whole, red ripe,” and give the consumer a can filled with 
good, cleanly packed, natural tomatoes. Then if the 
jobber insists upon buying whole, red-ripe tomatoes fur- 
nish him fancy tomatoes for that is what he is asking for. 
Pressure will have to be brought on the jobbers to cor- 
rect the evil they have made, for they have done it, just 
as they caused the demand for brick-red, unnatural cat- 
sup, until a few wise makers forced a correction and a 
return to reason. Now it is possible to buy a natural col- 
ored catsup that is appetizing to look at, but when this 


was first attempted the jobbers said the people would not 
eat it. 


In this issue we give notice of the postponement of 
the new ruling affecting the use of the serial number and 
guarantee from May Ist, 1915 as originally set, to May 
1st, 1916. This will give time for all canners to use up 
the labels so printed and now on hand, and the National 
Canners’ Association is to be congratulated upon the suc- 
cess of their efforts in this direction. Care must be ex- 
ercised, however, to have all future labels printed without 
this legend, for any attempt to evade this ruling may 


prove serious in more ways than one. However, the. 


canners, we know, are ready and anxious to comply with 
this request, and what is more it is becoming more and 
more apparent that the industry as a whole is anxious 
to demand the name of the canner on every can of goods 
packed. Canners who two years ago were strongly set 
against this move are today heartily in favor of it, and 
the day is certainly not far distant when every can will 
be obliged to show the name of the packer. This is an 
amendment which should have been replaced in the Pure 
Food Law long ago; for it is a fact this provision was 
originally there, but was killed before the final passage 
of the law, for reasons well known. It is coming, and it 
will be the best thing that ever happened for the canning 
industry.

Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., June 6th, 1914. 


Until Thursday the drouth continued throughout this sec- 
tion, and it looked like the crops of strawberries and peas 
were about done for. Local showers commenced on Thursday 
morning and lasted for about ten hours, but they were only a 
drop in the bucket, so to speak, and they came too late to be 
of material benefit to the strawberry vines. In consequence 
there will be a much smaller pack of strawberries this season 
than was expected. The pea crop was benefitted by the rain, 
but the time is now too short to make more than, say, 50 per 
cent. of an average size pack of the finest quality of fancy 
sifted peas, for which Baltimore has always been noted, and 
some estimates place it at a much smaller per cent. There is 
a better chance, however, to make a fair size pack of the stand- 
ard and seconds grades if the weather conditions prove to be 
more favorable from now on. These results are a distinct dis- 
appointment to our canners. 


There was no increase this week in the buying of future 
tomatoes, and the outlook for the coming week does not indi- 
cate an active market ahead. The few orders received this 
week came from markets wide apart, showing that the same 
jobbers who always depend on this section for their supplies 
will be buyers later on. It is too early yet to form any reliable 
opinion on the size of the tomato crop in the coming season, 
chiefly because the drouth has prevented the farmers from 
setting out their plants except in a small way. Meantime, the 
canners continue their policy of “watchful waiting.’”’ The job- 
bers, apparently, have adopted the same policy. 


Spot tomatoes were more active this week than at any 
time in the last six or eight weeks for all sizes. The chances, 
at this time, indicate a later than usual opening of the can- 
ning season in August, and that will give the holders more 
time to dispose of their spot tomatoes. There continues to 
be an excellent demand for No. 2 tomatoes, and the orders for 
them are coming from nearly all sections. 


The buying of the new pack of string beans is active be- 
cause of the lower prices made this week, and they are worth 
attention. Peas in the No. 1 size tins are becoming more pop- 
ular here, and there is a good demand for them, especially of 
the different grades of fine sifteds. The Baltimore canners 
are pretty well booked up on them. In the other lines of vege- 
tables there was the usual daily buying in small lots with 
sauerkraut, at the cut prices, more active than any of the other 
items. New spinach and spot sweet potatoes were favored. 


Strawberries are expected to be active next week. The 
only other fruit packed here up to this date is pineapple, for 
which there is a better demand. Gooseberries are now due, 
and cherries are expected to arrive next week, followed shortly 
by blackberries and raspberries, for all of which a prompt de- 
mand is expected. It remains to be seen whether or not the 
drouth has unfavorably affected these articles as well as straw- 
berries.
